gain, we muft yet allow, that ( norwithftanding it 
may feem a Paradox ) they are Unwillingly Will- 
ing to comply therewith, To take Advantage of 
the Neceffities of the Needy ; not only to Agree 
with them for a Difproportionable Allowance, but 
to Confine them alfo from a more {uirable Bargain 
elfewhere, what is this but in Scripture. language to. 
Grind the Poor, nay, to do it ina more than Ordi« 
nary degree, What an Heathen Comedian fays, is 
at leaft Applicable here ; Summum Fus Summa Inz 
juria the Stritteft Fxstice is the Greatest Injury:

befides a Rational Soul, which 1s their Vital Prin- 
ciple, as the other is their Rational Principie, we 
an{wer, that we have lately fhewn, thac Lite Gon-
